Noting the 
ening in clear thinking and in good 
generally tense atmosphere In 
world offairs, he explained, "I 
am not' so terrified of the external 
forces . . . I nm more worried by 
the threat to our values and way 
of life; we must be sure that out 
successors can think clearly." 

Dr. P. Cyril James then gave a 
report on JBcGiirs financial situa- 
tin and rivalled the critical situa- 
tion of the previous -session. Since 
we have no guarantee that we will 
be the recipients of another similar 
jf . provincial grant or Federal one we 
may well (be faced with a similar 
deficit to the one that we had last 
year, he said.

Despite the i)a.-it I'rovincial and 
Federal aid, it was unipliasized 
that they only total one-aixtli of 
the UnivcrsKy's annual budget. So 
that there is no univcralty of com^ 
iwrablc sizc in the British Com^ 
monwcalth which receives so small 
a proportion of its revenues in the 
form of goveninient grants. At the 
same . time very few Universities 
leceivc such generous .support from 
pi ivatc concern. ' , 

This financial support, was con- 
sidered the real strength of Mc- 
Gill. Whereas in other lands, 
there is growing fear that gov- 
ernment may try to influence uni- 
versity policy due to the grants 
which have srtings attached to 
them, the danger of this happen- 
ing at McGill wos nowhere near 
as great as in the United States 
where thç principal said that gov- 
ernments have used the power of 
the purse "to distort ^ the pat- 
tern of University activity.

When yesterday's statistics 
were totalled, it was shown that 
287 pints of blood had been do- 
nated during the first day of the 
nioo<l Donor Clinic; this total is 
.'to |)ints less than had been col- 
lected for the same day last year. 
Out of a student body of 4,723 the 
percent of those who have parti- 
cipated in the drive amounts to 
roughly 3%. 

Breaking the statistics, do; 
faculty level, the following 
have been tabulate<I: 
Faculty of En^neering— 10.01 % • 
Faculty of Commerce — 7.43.%; 
Faculty of Arts and Science — 
7.13%. 

In other faculties, discounting 
the handicap system, the ïeaulta 
are as follows: Law-2, Medicine- 
16, Graduate Studies-3, Fine Arts- 
0, Architecture-1, Divinity-4, Den- 
tistry-1, Mu8lc-2, Nursing-l, Edu- 
cotion-1, Physiotherapy and Phy- 
sical.

WAKE UP CANADA

\VhiU' trairlliiio by boat from Montreal to 
Cherbourg, I met about a dozen Frcnehmen who 
had immigrated to Canada and were now retttm- 
ing home to France, 

They were a pretty diaapjmnted lot. Canada 
had been held jtp to them aa a land of opportunity, 
f:^--: a land where hard work would reatdt in mcceai, 
Hoto disappointed they were. 

Because of the language barrier (most of them, 
spoke only French) they all naturally chose to 
live in Quebec where they soon realized that they 
could not have been mpre wrong. 

These French immigrants quickly learned that 
the. French people of Quebec are not French, nor 
are they Canadian. They are what they are popu- 
larly called — French-Canadian, 

These itnmigrants who had been urged to come 
to Canada by some mysterious body soon found 
themselves being asked to get out of Canada, or 
if not out of Canada — out of Quebec, 

There was no immigration service to help 
orientate these people in Canada, They just walked 
. off the boat, passed through customs and immi- 
gration officials and then started out on their 
own, looking-for jobs. 

With work scarce and workers, plenty, they 
' found themselves doing^iuork far below their nor- 
' ' inal capacity — if they, were lucky enough to find 
work. 

At every turn these immigrants were discour- 
aged. Poor work, abuse from people they had come 
to live and work with, no assistance from immi- 
gration authorities'^ in effect there was nothing 
,^..ta. justify their coming to Canada, and everything 
ja(|i||^t/w»f«/y. « return to France.

The majority of these • immigrants remained 
t(i Çanada from six months to a year. Those that 
stayed in Quebec had the bitterest hatred and 
disgust possible for French Canada. The others 
who had gone to Ontario, liked the country, but 
found the language barrier too great a hurdle to 
cross to obtain better paying work, 

.All of them liked the country — thought it 
was wonderful — but it offered them nothing. 
We Canadians can say, "Well, why should we 
offer immigrants anything? They have to learn 
to get along just like Canadians," Yes we can say 
that, but do not wc often say that Canada is 
grotving, that wc can support millions more in 
this country of ours, that this is Canada's century, 
• and on and on. Do mean all thatt Do we want 
Canada to grow or arc we developing the miscon- 
ception that Canada does not need immigration 
to help it grow; that we can do it alonoî 

The fact that Canada has no, yes no, immi- 
gration policy seems to point to this conception. 
It is time for all Canadians to wake up and 
realise that if Canada is to grow strong and rich 
ii'c must develop an immigration policy, a policy 
of rceeptivcncss and encoutagement, rather than 
petty abuse that leads to great discouragement. 

There were other immigrant groups returning 
home on that boat too — notably German workers, 
who, despite their skill, had found nothing in 
Canada. 

If we want to grow wc vmst have a sound 
immigration policy — not the haphazard system 
MOW existing. The question we must all oak is, 
when will our government give it to ua to the 
imtnigrants — and to Canada,

. , In past years the McGill Blood 
Donor clinic has been receiving all 
sorts of complaints regarding the 
eligibility of donors from various 
faculties. In order to clear up this 
matter once and for all, let me 
point out a few pertinent facts. 

'Last' year our committee met 
with the presidents of the under- 
graduate societies to decide on the 
''method of statistics used and the 
eligibility of donors. It was unani- 
mously agreed that Engineering, 
Commerce, Arts and Science had 
many donors that were not eligible 
(under IS); but this was balanced 
'by the fact that the fourth year 
'Law and Medicine are away from 
the campUR and therefore are also 
considered "non-eligible" to do- 
nate.' Under these conditions the 
percentage of ineligible donors in 
each faculty is approximately the

same and is therefore relatively 
cancelled out in the final statistics. 

The handicap system was also 
jointly decided by our committee 
and the undergraduate society 
presidents. This was based on the 
idea that the winning faculty 
which has increased the number of 
donors from the previous year. It 
is agreed that the large faculties 
cannot possibly have as great a 
percentage as the smaller facul- 
ties. 

This is what has been done: The 
highest actual percentage of the 
previous year will be the base. If 
commerce achieved 45%, engineer- 
ing .35%, and Arts and Science 
20%, then the base would be com- 
merce with a hondicap of 1.00. By 
dividing 45% by 36% and 30% 
we find that the handicap for en- 
gineering would be 1.28, and for 
Arts and Science 1.6. This would 
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show that if all the faciiUieB ob- 
tainw! the same actual percentage 
this year, the results would all be 
45% . But if the. faculties increased 
the actual percentage this year 
the results would be hisher. 

Due to the small numbers in 
Medicine and Law, it was decided 
that no handicaps were needed for 
them. 

All statistics to be used have 
been thoroughly examined on the 
bu.si.s of ellBibility and numbers of 
students, and were aporoved by 
the different undergraduate so- 
cieties. 

Good luck to all facilitiez in the 
nu-e for "Bloody Mary".

I have also noticed other engineers on campus, now that iny 
eyes are opening: pianists, poets, essayists, exhibitionists, and count- 
less others. At least, that is how it has seemed to me. Now I know 
that engineers are at least conscious of the existence of the Arts. 

This irend, if Jt ean,be,called that, seems^ a definite 

upturn in intellectualism in a b'ranch'ofMearhins which has pre- 
viously been considered off -bounds for 'Arts subjects. Engineers have 
always seemed to ignore the subjects out of their own fields. They 
seem to live by their electronic triple-log dia-frammis slldorules with 
built-in radios. They have been known to scorn painting and to ques- 
tion the functionality of poetry. They, more so than the Commerce 
majors, have been the materialists on campus. 

Now we are seeing a band of visionaries arising from the 
Engineering ranks who do not seclude themselves froni the other 
aspects of this modem world. 

Students in all branches of learning have realized the necessity 
of a liberol education. To avoid rebuking engineers, I should' also 
point out that there are many so-called "intellectuals" who disregard 
science and applied subjects and other most abstruse topics which 
"intellectuals" never need to bother with.

101. I can see also that civilization cannot exist properly if it is 
composed entirely of specialists who have no knowledge and especially 
no interest to gain knowledge in other seemingly "unrelated" fields 
of learning. I hope that my friend, the landscaping engineer, is not 
only a symbol in my mind, but an indication, like the control in a 
scientific experiment, of a change, of a mental and moral evolution. 

I, myself am the closest thing in the faculty of Arts anid Sciences 
to an Engineer. I am a physicist I also paint I write poetry. 
Most of all, I try to think.
